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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 20 June 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The arguments appear to be on the following grounds : 

a) Waldrop and Mead do not teach the new limitation "into continuous engagement with" at least 
on of the prepreg material and the lay up mandrel. 

b) Mead teaches away from rubber cauls and tapes, and therefore there can be no motivation to 
combine. 

c) Mead does not teach the limitations recited by amended claim 12. 

These arguments are not persuasive for the following reasons: 

a,c) These arguments are drawn to claim amendments that are not being entered. 

b) Mead teaches merely that "such features may mitigate the need for 'damming materials' such 

as rubber cauls" (5:2-3, emphasis added), and therefore it is submitted that at most the reference 

teaches cauls as a non-preferred embodiment. Also note 8:31-32, which recites "Then, a rubber 

caul 160 is [l]aid over the entirely of the second film 152." This portion appears to recite a caul 

as a preferred embodiment. 

In view of the motivation provided on pages 4 and 5 of the Final Rejection, which does 
not appear to be specifically addressed, it is submitted that the motivation for the combination is 
valid.
